Note: It is also suggested to the applicant that applicant should also filed a supplemental amendment to amend the specification in 
accompanion with the new power of attorney. The reason is the amendment to the specification by moving some paragraphs from one 
place to other place as stated in page 3 of the reply/amendment filed on 1/16/2004 does not comply with the requirements and thus is 
not accepted). 
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
